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The Task of the Marine Corps 

(Tomorrow, 10 Nov., the Nation honors the 
United States Marine Corps on the 171st Anni- 
versary of its founding. At the request of ihe 
ARMY AND NAvy JouRAL the Comandant of the 
Marine Corps prepared the following article 
telling of the problems facing the Corps and its 
task in the future.)

= aspects of our National security 
have changed many times since the 
Marine Corps was established 171 years 
ago. The basic concept, however, which 
brought the Marine Corps into being 
has not changed, 
but has been ex- 
panded, strength- 
ened and reaf- 
firmed by frequent, 
and recent, demon- 
strations. 

This concept en- 
visions that our 
national security 
requires that the 
Navy have ever at 
its disposal a body 
of fighting troops, 
thoroughly indoc- 
trinated in Navy 
Ways, subject to 
haval command, 
discipline and law, 
and specially trained to perform military 
duties of an essentially naval nature. 

The U. S. Marine Corps is such a body. 
As a primary mission it provides in the 
Fleet Marine Force a specially trained 
striking force for the seizure and defense 
of advance bases in conjunction with the 
fleet, or for conducting limited auxiliary 
land operations incident to the waging of 
& naval campaign. 

Consisting of amphibious assault divi- 
Sions and the Marine Air Arm which pro- 
vides close air support for those divi- 
sions, the Fleet Marine Force is an es- 
Sential component of the Fleet and pro- 
Vides a ready means of implementing na- 
tional policies in peace or war. : 

The evidence of World War II, added 
fo that of several wars which preceded 
it, has established beyond question the 
Validity of the doctrine upon which the 
Maintenance of the Fleet Marine Force 
is based. The wisdom of maintaining a 
corps of Marines as an integral part of 
the naval establishment has likewise been 
confirmed. 

Nor is there in the post-war situation,

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AGF Post-War School 
System is Reorganized 


Revision of the Army Ground Forces 
School System which was placed in effect 
1 Nov. is now well under way as one of 
the economies which must be effected 
against the Military Appropriations Act 
of Fiscal Year 1947. It can be expected, 
AGF Headquarters has stated, that the 
economy program will continue and may 
be applied further. 

The War Department has directed the 
elimination from school curricula of all 
specialist instruction except that required 
for highly trained technicians. 

The school consolidation involved in the 
long-range program as announced by AGF 
Headquarters was published in the 26 
Oct. issue of the ARMY AND NAvy JOUR- 
NAL. All commanders concerned have been 
notified of the details involving the con- 
solidation and reorganization of the Serv- 
ice Schools. 

Following is the text of the directives 
effecting the consolidation, listing courses 
eliminated and transferred, and establish- 
ing the new curriculum at each school: 

Effective 1 Nov. 1946, the activities at Forts 
Knox, Sill, Benning and Riley are consoll- 
dated into Centers as follows: 

I. The Armored Center 

a. The Armored Center is established at Fort 
Knox, Ky. 

b. The following activities and units are 
placed under the Commanding General, The 
Armored Center: (1) The Armored School; 
(2) The Armored Replacement Training Cen- 
ter; (3) AGF Board No. 2; (4) All AGF troop 
units at Fort Knox, Ky.; (5) The Post of 
Fort Knox, Ky. 

ec, The Post of Fort Knox, Ky., remains a 
Class I station under the Commanding Gen- 
eral, Second Army. 

d, The Armored School ani Armored Re- 
placement Training Center are activities ex- 
empted from Army control and are under the 
Commanding General, Army Ground Forces. 

e. Army Ground Forces Board No. 2 remains 
an activity exempted from Army contro] and 
‘s under the Commanding General, Army 
Ground Forces. 

f. No additional persorinel is available for 
assignment to the Commanding General, The 
Armored Center. Necessary functions of the 
Center will be performed by utilizing the 
units and activities made available under the 
provisions of sub-paragraph b, above. 

Il. The Artillery Center 

a. The Artillery Center igs established at 
Fort Sill, Oklahoma. 

b. The following activities and units are 
placed under the Commanding General, The 
Artillery Center: (1) The Artillery School; 
(2) All Army Ground Force units at Fort 
Sill, Okla.; (3) The Post of Fort Sill, Okla. 

ec, The Post of Fort Sill, Okla., remains 
a Class I station under the Commanding Gen- 
eral, Fourth Army. 

d. The Artillery School is an activity ex- 
empted from the Fourth Army and is under 
the Commanding General, Army Ground 
Forces. 

e. The AAA and Guided Missiles and the 
Seacoast Branches of the Artillery School are 
exempted from Army Control and are under 
the Artillery School. 

f. No additional personnel is available for 
assignment to Commanding General, Artillery 
Center, Necessary functions of the center will 
be performed by utilizing the units and ac- 
tivities made available under the provisions 
of sub-paragraph b, above. 

Ill. The Infantry Center 

a. The Infantry Center is established at 
Fort Benning, Ga. 

b. The following activities and units are

House Naval Program 


In response to a request from the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, Representa- 
tive W. Sterling Cole, of New York, 
who, as ranking Republican on the 
House Naval Affairs Committee will 
most likely accept chairmanship in 
the next Congress, issued the follow- 
ing statement to the naval services: 

“The election upheaval] should cause no 
change in Congressional naval] policy since 
this phase of government operation is con- 
sidered by the naval committee as with- 
out partisan implications. We shall con- 
tinue to advocate well trained, well paid, 
well equipped naval forces, I am reason- 
ably confident the committee will continue 
its opposition to eonsolidation of the 
Armed Forces.” 











USN & USMC Annual Physicals 


Calling attention to regulations requir- 
ing annual physical examinations of all 
Navy and Marine Corps officers, a direc- 
tive from the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery declares that examinations for 
temporary promotions do not obviate the 
need for a physical during the calendar 
year 1946. 

A BuM&S circular letter refers to Gen- 
eral Order 191 of 28 May 1943, which re- 
quires an annual physical of all officers 
and nurses, and declares that the only offi- 
cers exempted from the annual physical, 
as such, are those who were examined 
during 1946 preliminary to their transfer 
to the Regular Navy. 

General Order 191 states: 

“All officers and nurses shall receive a com- 
plete physical examination during each cal- 
endar year, The examination shall be con- 
ducted with a view to discovering physical 
or nervous ailments which might impair the 
individual's efficiency under present condi- 
tions of service.” 

Bureau of Medicine and Surgery circu- 
lar letter 46-150 states: 

“Physical examinations conducted during 
the calendar year 1946 in the cases of officers 
of the Naval Reserve for the purpose of de- 
termining physical fitness for transfer to the 
regular Navy will obviate the necessity of 
conducting an annual physical examination 
in those cases, 

“A physical examination conducted inci- 
dent to temporary promotion shall be con- 
sidered as not sufficient to obviate the neces- 
sity of an annual physical examination. 

“In those cases where a chest X-ray study 
has not been conducted within the past year 
as required by paragraph 21103.2, Manual of 
the Medical Department, a chest X-ray study 
shal] be conducted as a part of the annual 
physical examination. 

“A blood Kahn test shall be conducted as 
a part of the annua! physical examination in 
each case. An electrocardiogram shaj] be con- 
ducted in the cases of all officers who are 45 
years of age or over, A complete blood count 
and sedimentation index shall be made in all 
cases and any other special study that may 
be indicated. 

“Attention is further invited to the pro- 
visions of paragraph 21104, Manual of the 
Medical Department, in connection with the 
conduction of the annual physical examina- 
tion. 

“There will be no special boards convened 
for the purpose of examining senior officers.”

Committees Changes 


Marked changes will be evident in the 
composition of committees of the 80th 
Congress as a result of the nation-wide 
election held this week. 

The congressional reorganization plan, 
which many doubt will be accepted by the 
new Congress, provides that the pres- 
ent Military and Naval Committees of 
each branch of Congress would be com- 
bined in a Committee on Armed Services. 
Because of a reduction in the membership 
of these committees as compared with 
the membership of the present Military 
and Naval Committees, vacancies that 
otherwise would require filling would not 
have to be filled, and members surplus 
would be assigned to other committees. 

The outcome of the election determines 
primarily that the majority on each com- 
mittee will be from the Republican party, 
and the chairman of each committee will 
be of that party. Affecting the member- 
ship will be the fact that members may 
be assigned ordinarily to fewer commit- 
tees than heretofore—in the Senate to 2, 
and in the House to one (1). 

If the reorganization plan is carried 
through, Senator Styles Bridges, N. 
H., would by seniority become chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Armed 
Services, and Representative Walter G. 
Andrews, N. Y., would become chairman 
of the House Committee on Armed Servy- 
ices. It is believed, however, that Senator 
Bridges, ranking Republican of the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee, will pre- 
fer to become chairman of that commit- 
tee. Should he so decide, the chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Armed Services 
would, by seniority, be Senator Chan 
Gurney, 8S. Dakota, or Senator Charles 
W. Tobey, N. H., both of whom have the 
same length of Senate service. It is be- 
lieved, however, that Senator Tobey will 
prefer the chairmanship of the Commit- 
tee on Banking and Currency, of which 
he is the ranking Republican member. 
Senator Gurney would then become chair- 
man of the Committee on Armed Services. 

Were the reorganization plan to be re- 
scinded, and it is understood there will 
be a fight to bring this to pass, the chair- 
men of the various service committees 
would be as follows, by seniority : Senate 
Military—Senator Bridges, unless he be- 
came chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee, in which case Senator Gurney 
would become chairman of, the Military 
Committee; Senate Naval Committee— 
Senator Tobey, unless he became chair- 
man of the Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee, in which case Senator C. Way- 
land Brooks, Ill., would head the Naval 
Committee. 

With the rescinding of reorganization, 
Representative Andrews would become 
chairman of the House Military Commit- 
tee, and Representative W. Sterling Cole, 
N. Y., would head the House Naval Com- 
mittee. 

As for the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee, should Senator Bridges not desire 
to be its chairman, Senator Wallace H. 
White, jr., Maine, would become its head, 
and Senator Bridges or Senator Brooks 
would become the chairman of the sub- 
committee on Navy appropriations, and

The Senate Committee on Armed 
Services would have 13 members in place 
of the present total of 36 on the Military 
and Naval Committees, the House Com- 
mittee on Armed Services would have 33 
members in place of a present combined 
total of 60 on the Military and Naval 
Committees, and the House would have 19 
committees instead of the present 48.

Navy played its best game of the season 
against Notre Dame in Baltimore on 2 
Nov., but the heavily-favored Irish came 
out on the long end of a 28-0 score. 

Contrary to popular expectation, Notre 
Dame had no walkaway, despite the four 
touchdown margin. Coach Frank Leahy’s 
men had to battle fiercely through the 
entire sixty minutes of play. 

As has been customary, fumbles proved 
quite detrimental to ithe Annapolis cause, 
but even here there was a note of en- 
couragement for Navy supporters. Notre 
Dame fumbled even more than did Tom 
Hamilton’s charges, giving rise to the 
suspicion that the bruising pace of play. 
rather than any ineptitude on the part of 
the players, was a primary factor. 

In the final analysis, Navy was out- 
manned and outskilled, though not out- 
fought. Notre Dame, as mentioned in this 
column last week, has a great many top- 
notch players this ‘ear. The second string- 
ers looked even better than the starting 
eleven of Lujack, Mello, Sitko, et. al. In 
fact, Cowhig, Simmons and Gompers, 
members of the second and third back- 
fields, scored all the touchdowns. 

Navy’s high spots came at the begin- 
ning of the two halves. In the first quar- 
ter they battled the visitors on even terms 
for eleven minutes before a fumble gave 
Notre Dame the ball on the Navy 30. On 
the next play Cowhig went around right 
end for the entire 30 yards to change the 
complexion of what had been an entirely 
even ball game up to that time. 

At the start of the second half, the 
Midshipmen, undaunted by a 21-0 deficit, 
came back with their strongest scoring 
bid of the afternoon. After kicking off, 
they held Notre Dame for three plays and 
forced Lujack to kick out of bounds on 
the Navy 30 yard line. 

From here they launched a sustained 
drive that came within inches of the goal 
line. They did it the hard way, too, with 
all the plays but one being through the 
middle of the vaunted Notre Dame for- 
ward wall. 

Many high ranking officers and officials 
made the trip over from Washington to 
attend the fray. Secretary of the Navy 
Forrestal, Mrs. Forrestal, Undersecretary 
John L. Sullivan, Mrs. Sullivan, and As- 
sistant Secretary W. J. Kennedy, with 
Mrs. Kennedy, headed a large delegation 





from the civilian part of the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

Fleet Admiral and Mrs. Chester Nimitz 
and Vice Admiral Aubrey W. Fitch, su- 
perintendent of the Naval Academy, and 
Mrs. Fitch were present. Admirals Nimitz 
and Fitch met a delegation from Notre 
Dame at midfield between the halves. 

Also giving their all in a losing Navy 
cause were Rear Admirals W. Brent 
Young, T. S. Combs and J. R. Beardsall 
and their wives, and Vice Admirals Rus- 
sell Wilson, E. L. Cochran and G. F. Hus- 
sey, Jr., with Mrs. Wilson, Mrs. Cochran 
and Mrs. Hussey. 

The Army was also well represented, 
among the unofficial scouts being General 
Jacob L. Devers and Mrs. Devers, Lt. 
General D. I. Sultan, and Lt. General 
Albert C. Wedemeyer, with Mrs. Wede- 
meyer. Viewing proceedings with a more 
technical interest were West Point Coach 
Red Blaik and most of his staff of assist- 
ants.

Col. Keehn Commands ORC 


As part of the postwar organization of 
the Organized Reserve Corps of the Army, 
the activation of a mechanized Cavalry 
group in the Illinois Military District has 
been authorized. Group Headquarters 
and Headquarters Troop, and one of the 
two Reconnaissance Squadrons will be 
organized in the Chicago area. Col. Roy 
D. Keehn, Jr., of Chicago, has been 
selected to command the group, and is as- 
sisting in the organization of the unit. 

Colonei Keehn is one of the original 
officers of the former Chicago Black Horse 
Squadron which he commanded on its 
entry into federal service in 1940, and 
thereafter during the Louisiana man- 
euvers of 1941.

Each of the cavalry reconnaissance 
squadrons will be composed of a head- 
quarters and service troop, three recon- 
naissance troops, a light tank company, 
and an assault gun troop. The second 
squadron is to be organized and activated 
at a later date.

Plans for the future Reserve cavalry or- 
ganizations for Illinois were outlined and 
the Group commander introduced Maj.

Joint announcement was made 4 Nov. 
py Secretary of War Patterson and Secre- 
tary of the Navy Forrestal of the ap- 
pointment of the six-man joint Army- 
Navy membership of the Military Liaison 
Committee to the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. 

The Army membership will be headed 
by Lt. Gen. Lewis H. Brereton. Other 
Army members will be Maj. Gen. Luns- 
ford E. Oliver and Col. John H. Hinds. 

Heading the Navy membership will be 
Rear Adm. Thorvald A. Solberg. Other 
members representing the Navy are Rear 
Adm, Ralph A. Ofstie and Rear Adm. 
William S. Parsons. 

Under the provisions of the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1946, the joint Committee 
will advise and consult with the Atomic 
Energy Commission, whose personnel was 
announced 28 Oct. by President Truman, 
on all matters relating to military appli- 
cation of atomic energy, including de- 
yelopments of bombs and control of in- 
formation relating to the manufacture or 
utilization of atomic weapons. 

On 1 Nov. Vice Adm. W. H. P. Blandy, 
commander of Joint Task Force One, an- 
nounced the dissolution of that group. A 
Joint Crossroads Committee has been es- 
tablished at the Navy Department under 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff tu complete pre- 
paration of technica] reports and other 
residual functions. 

This committee will consist of Rear 
Adm. T. A. Solberg, USN; Rear Adm. W. 
§. Parsons, USN; Brig. Gen. T. S. Power, 
U. S. Army (Air Forces), and Col. D. H. 
Blakelock, U. S. Army (Ground Forces). 
Working under the committee will be a 
secretariat, and four sections which will 
handle the remaining technical, ship 
material, radiological, and documentary 
aspects of Operation Crossroads. The com- 
mittee will not be empowered to issue di- 
rectives, but will work under the Joint 
Chiefs and use their authority. 

General Brereton, although a Naval 
Academy graduate, has spent all his com- 
missioned career in the Army. He was 
one of the earliest American Army air- 
men and held top-ranking air assignments 
throughout World War II. His last com- 
mand before returning to the United 
States in the summer of 1945 was that of 
the First Allied Airborne Army, which 
was established during the final phases 
of the war as an overall airborne com- 
mand. 

General Oliver was commissioned in 
the Corps of Engineers in 1913 and after 
World War I held several important posts 
in the civil functions of the Engineers 
until attaining the rank of Brigadier Gen- 
eral in 1942. His wartime assignment 
as a general officer was in command of 
Armored troops including the Fourth and 
Fifth Armored Divisions. He returned to 
the United States in the fall of 1945 and 
became Assistant Chief of Staff of Army 
Ground Forces in charge of supply. 

Colonel Hinds, a field art:lleryman, rose 
to the wartime rank of Brigadier General 
and after holding severa) high Artillery 
commands in the United States became 
Artillery Officer of Twelfth Army Group 
and later Artillery Commander of the 
2nd Infantry Division. 

Admiral Solberg is head of the Re- 
Search and Standards Branch of the Ship- 
building Division in the Navy Depart- 
ment Bureau of Ships, In January 1946 
Admiral Solberg was assigned additional 
duty as Director of Ship Materiel on the 
Staff of Joint Task Force One for the 
joint Army-Navy atomic bomb tests at 
Bikini Atoll. 

Admiral Ofstie was designated a naval 
aviator in 1922 and has served continually 
With naval aviation since that time. His 
career includes service as officer in charge 
of the Flight Test Division at the Naval 
Air Station, Anacostia, D. C. During 
World War II he served as aviation offi- 
cer on the staff of Admiral (now Fleet 
Admiral) Chester W. Nimitz, and later, 
in command of the USS Essex, took part 
in many of the naval operations in the 
Pacific. 

Admiral Parsons has had broad experi- 
ence in the field of research. His assign- 
ments have included duty as Special As- 
Sistant to Dr. Vannevar Bush, in connec- 
tion with the development of the radio 
Proximity fuze, and service as officer-in- 
arg of the overseas technical group of 

€ Los Alamos Scientific Laboratory 
Which developed the atomic bomb. He 





flew in the bomber which dropped the 
first atomic bomb on Hiroshima. In Janu- 
ary 1946, Admiral Parsons was appointed 
Deputy Commander for Technical Direc- 
tion and Commander of Task Group 1.1 of 
Joint Army-Navy Task Foree One for 
“Operation Crossroads.” 





Army Reorganization 


After a century and half, as a result of 
the 1946 reorganization of the Army the 
line has “taken control of the Army away 
from a collection of independent cliques 
in the War Department,” Brig. Gen. 
Williston B. Palmer, USA, commandant 
of the Army Information School, declared 
recently in a lecture at the school at Car- 
lisle Barracks, Pa. 

General Palmer said that these “inde- 
pendent cliques” in the old days “were 
self-perpetuating, had many favors which 
the line had not, denied the right of the 
professional head of the Army to. co- 
ordinate their military effort, and took 
professional and technical questions over 
his head to the Secretary of War.” 

‘The reorganization of 1946,” General 
Palmer declared, “confirms and consoli- 
dates the victory in a long struggle to- 
ward an Army High Command capable of 
conducting war. For today, after 150 years 
of groping, the professional head of the 
Army is the Chief of Staff chosen from 
the line of the Army; and under him the 
General Staff, chosen from the whole of 
the Army, has the power to plan, direct, 
coordinate, and supervise the operation of 
the Army.” 

The lecture was one of five given by 
General Palmer on the “Evolution of 
Military Policy in the United States,” 
which have been printed as a booklet and 
are available from the Book Department 
of the Army Information School at fifty 
cents a copy. 

Discussing the recent reorganization, 
General Palmer pointed out that: 

“The War Department General Staff was 
confirmed in authority more fully than ever 
before. The heads of the General Staff sec- 
tions were designated as ‘Directors’ instead 
of mere ‘Assistant Chiefs of Staff,’ ***The 
word DIRECTOR means exactly what it says. 
in tae words of Circular 138, ‘They will plan, 
direct, coordinate, and supervise.’ *** 

“But what of our old friends, the bureau 
chiefs? 

“Well, they are all back in the War Depart- 
ment. The huge Army Service Forces head- 
quarters was obviously superfluous in the 
post-war Army. So it has been abolished, and 
the bureau chiefs have come back to the War 
Department. As a matter of fact, each of 
them, from the nature of his job, has to give 
professional advice and service to the High 
Command, no matter what organization chart 
you draw. 

“But although they have come back to the 
War Department, they are not in the High 
Command, They have found other outlets for 
their admirable energies. The technical serv- 
ices nowadays control large empires outside 
the War Department premises — arsenals, 
depots, schools, and troops of their own— 
which keep them busy and happy. 

“The struggle is over, and the tail is not 
likely to wag the dog in the future, provided 
one precaution is observed—that no individual 
is permitted to entrench himse)f in office for 
a succession of terms, This principle of course 
applies with equal cogency to the War De- 
partment General Staff and its directors.” 


New Discharge Provision 

Under a new revision of the War De- 
partment’s discharge policy any non- 
Regular Army enlisted man who presents 
a satisfactory certificate in writing from 
a licensed physician that the soldier’s 
wife is pregnant will be discharged upon 
request. 

The discharge will be effected under 
the provisions of AR 615-365, Convenience 
of the Government, and War Department

Food Service Program 


In accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of the Hennessy Board, which in- 
vestigated Army food activities, the War 
Department has set up a food service pro- 
gram employing commissioned and en- 
listed supervisory personnel and estab- 
lishing a new officer title and MOS, “Food 
Service Supervisor” (SSN 4114). 

A food service supervisor, whose sole 
duty will be the supervision and direction 
of the food service program as a normal 
staff function, is authorized and will be 
assigned for the staff of each type of com- 
mand, organization and unit, as follows: 

Oversea Theater, lieutenant colonel; 
Air Command, Major; Army, major; Air 
Force, major; Corps, captain; Air Divi- 
sion, captain; Division, captain; Wing, 
captain; Brigade, regiment, AAF group 
or separate battalion, first lieutenant; 
Oversea theater subdivisions, depart- 
ments, and major base commands thereof, 
major. 

Installations where messes are oper- 
ated by units not included in the above, 
based on consolidated population of units 
served : 

10,000 or above, major; 5,000 but less 
than 10,000, captain; 1,000 but less than 
5,000, first lieutenant. 

Enlisted food service supervisory per- 
sonnel is authorized in the grades of 
corporal to master sergeant to assist the 
food service supervisor. 

There will be no increase in authorized 
troop basis strengths for the implementa- 
tion of the program at the present time.

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96 Atom Bombs P 


Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, head of 
the Manhattan Project, has labeled as a 
“very interesting story” the report in the 
London Daily Express 1 Nov. that the 
United States possesses 96 atom bombs. 

Other than this comment, General 
Groves made clear that in his official 
capacity he is unable either to confirm or 
deny details of the Daily Hapress’ story 
which described the bombs as being 25 
feet long and weighing 9,000 pounds each. 

A special article, signed by Chapman 
Pincher, said that at the time Nagasaki 
was attacked, the United States had eight 
bombs. Since then, he wrote, an atom 
bomb plant at Hanford, Wash., has been 
working at its maximum capacity of six 
bombs a month. 

An artist’s sketch of the atomb bomb 
which appeared with the article showed 
a conventional bomb casing with small 
tail fins and two drogues—parachutes 
open at each end, which, Pincher said, 
operated to slow the descent for better 
control of a time fuse mechanism operat- 
ing a detonator. 








Navy Transfer Program 


Each USNR and USN(T) officer who 
has accepted a permanent USN commis- 
sion will be required to submit a Report 
of Educational Background to verify the 
accuracy and completeness of informa- 
tion now on file in the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel. 

Instructions for completing this form 
are contained in BuPers C/L 236-46. 

The reduction from four months to ten 
days in the time granted successful appli- 
cants for transfer to the Regular Navy 
to accept their pefmanent USN commis- 
sions is primarily an economy meve, it 
was learned this week. 

By separating all who do not accept 
USN commissions when tendered, a small 
economy will be effected by forcing these 
officers off the payrolls almost immediate- 
ly. An order last week lowered the time 
limit for officers on active duty to accept 
Regular Navy commissions. 


Navy Carrier Forces 


The USS Philippine Sea, one of the 
newest carriers to join the U. 8. Fleet, 
is now engaged in shakedown operations 
in Caribbean waters preparatory to for- 
mation of a new carrier division of the 
Atlantic Fleet with her sister-ship, the 
USS Leyte. 

The base of operations for the Philip- 
pine Sea will be Guantanamo Bay, until 
mid-November, when shakedown opera- 
tions will center about the Panama Canal 
Zone. The Leyte, also on shakedown, is 
now assigned to the task force now in 
South American waters. 

Both the Philippine Sea and Leyte are 
27,000-ton carriers of the Essex-repeat 
class. 

The USS Valley Forge, another of the 
Essex-repeat class, was commissioned in 
Philadelphia this week. 


B-36’s Atom Bomb Range 


Army Air Forces Headquarters an- 
nounced 7 Nov. that the six-engine B-36 
heavy bomber could carry an atomic 
bomb to any inhabited region in the world 
and return home without refueling in 
the event of an enemy attack. 

Now in production, the B-36 is de- 
signed for a normal range of 10,000 miles 
with 10,000 pounds of bombs without 
extra fuel tanks. 

Installation of a new-type landing gear 
which distributes weight over a larger 
area was also announced. 


Chief of Staff's Reception 

In accordance with peacetime custom 
existing before World War II, General of 
the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, Chief 
of Staff, will receive all Military and Air 
Attaches, Chiefs of Military and Air 
Missions, Ambassadors and Ministers of 
foreign countries 18 Nov.

The current policy of offering a choice 
of theaters and arm or service to three- 
year enlistees or reenlistees in the Reg- 
ular Army, effective until 28 Oct., 1947, 
unless sooner rescinded or superseded, is 
explained in the following extract from a 
War Department letter supplemehting the 
announcement of the policy published in 
the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL last week: 

“1, Individuals who enlist or reenlist in the 
Regular Army for a 3 year period may choose 
Regular Army Unassigned in accordance with 
paragrahph 23a (1), WD Circular 110, 1946. 

“2. Individuals who enlist or reenlist in the 
Regular Army for a 3 year period and who 
desire to choose an arm or service only, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of paragraph 
23a(2), WD Circular 110, 1946, will be limited 
in choice to one of the following: 

“a. Arm or Service: 

White: AGD; Abn.; Armd. Force; Cav. 
(MECZ); Cml C; CAC; CE; CIC; FA; FD; 
Inf.; MC; OD; SC.* 

Negro: Armd. Force; Cm] C; CE; FA; Inf.;

* Note: Men who desire to enlist for service in 
bands will be enlisted in the Regular Army unas- 
ai and instructed to make known ate desires 
to the classification personnel at rs 
fer possible assignment in bands. 

“b. In addition to the Arms or Services au- 
thorized in subparagraph a above, members 
of the Regular Army currently serving in the 
Corps of Military Police, Quartermaster Corps 
and Transportation Corps may reenlist for 
continued service in their respective branches. 

“3, Individuals who enlist or reenlist in the 
Regular Army for a 3 year period may choose 
either of the major forces unassigned, namely, 
AGF and AAFP, in accordance with paragraph 
23a(3) WD Circular 110, 1946. Such men will 
be informed before they take the oath of en- 
listment that such election will not operate 
to authorize their retention in the ZI for any 
specified period of time except as authorized 
by Section II, WD Circular 272, 1946. 

“4. Pending revision of paragraph 23a(4), 
WD Circular 110, 1946, the choice of arm or 
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service and a major force is no longer author- 
ized, 

“5. Individuals who enlist or reenlist in the 
Regular Army for a 3 year period and who 
desire to choose a theater only, in accordance 
with the provisions of paragraph 23a(5), WD 
Circular 110, 1946, will be limited in choice 
to one of the following:

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Duty in Inactive Fleets 

The Chief of Naval Personnel has out- 
lined the status of duty in the Sixteenth 
and Nineteenth Fleets as it relates to 
sea or shore duty as a policy to remain 
in effect at least through June 1947, and 
has re-stated the Navy’s housing policy 
for personnel in inactive fleet berthing 


areas. 
This is contained in BuPers C/L 248-46, 


which is quoted: 


Sea or Shore Duty 

“1, The duty status of wd and enlisted 
personnel of the Sixteenth and Nineteenth 
Fleets is as follows: 

“(a) Duty on Sixteenth and Nineteenth Fleet 
Staffs and Group Staffs is designated as: 

“(1) Shore duty for officers and enlisted 
men. 

“(b) Duty in ships of the Sixteenth and 
Nineteenth Fleets is designated as: 

“(1) Sea duty for officers and enlisted men 
until the date of inactivation of the ship to 
which they are attached, with the privilege 
of sea pay during this period. 

“(2) Shore duty for officers and enlisted men 
after inactivation of the ship. 

“The phrase ‘date of inactivation of the 
ship’ as used above, is interpreted to mean 
the date on which the ship is placed in cate- 
gory (c) or (d) of Article 687(1), Navy Regu- 
lations. 

“Although duty in the Sixteenth and Nine- 
teenth Fleets after inactivation is designated 
as shore duty, it will not be counted as such 
for the purpose of determining eligibility for 
further shore duty elsewhere, or for withhold- 
ing advancements in rating which require 
specified amount of sea duty in grade. 

“2. Since personnel in the Sixteenth and 
Nineteenth Fleets are on shore duty when at- 
tached to fleet or group staffs or to inacti- 
vated ships, it follows that they should be 
accorded the same privileges in regard to 
housing and other advantages as other per- 
sonnel on shore duty. 

“3. The policies stated above are temporary, 
pending completion of the inactivation pro- 
gram. It is realized that these policies, to- 
gether with the unsatisfactory living condi- 
tions in some areas, will make duty in ships 
of the Sixteenth and Nineteenth Fleets berthed 
there undesirable. The Bureau regrets this, 
but considers that the instability of the per- 
sonnel situation in the Sixteenth and Nine- 
teenth Fleets at this time makes it impracti- 
cable to declare that duty therein is either 
wholly sea er wholly shore duty, It is ex- 
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pected that when the situation in the Six- 

teenth and Nineteenth Fleets becomes more 

stabilized, duty therein will be considered 

shore duty for all hands for all purposes. 
Housing Policy 

“4. Reference (f)(SecNav itr, Ser, 3745P415 
dated 20 April 1946) sets forth the housing 
policy for Sixteenth and Nineteenth Fleet 
berthing areas established by the Secretary 
of the Navy. It provides that: 

“(a) At Outlying Stations—Housing will 
be provided for.all officers and men (including 
their families) attached to vessels of the Six- 
teenth and Nineteenth Fleets. 

“(b) At Isolated Stations—Housing will be 
provided for all officers and men (including 
their families) attached to vessels of the Six- 
teenth and Nineteenth Fleets. 

“(c) At other Naval Establishments—Hous- 
ing will be provided for key officers and men 
(including their families) whose presence on 
station at all times is essential to proper ad- 
ministration, and for Naval personnel on per- 
manent duty for whom adequate private hous- 
ing will not be available in the reasonably 
near future. 

“Every effort is being made to expedite the 
housing at inactive fleet berthing®areas. Ex- 
penditure of funds from 1946 Fleet Berthing 
Appropriation was authorized to fulfill spe- 
cific requests for this, but factors beyond the 
control of the Navy have conspired to delay 
it and the completion date of these projects 
is indefinite, In the meanwhile, the housing 
situation in many of the berthing areas is and 
for some time will be acute. Further, it should 
be pointed out that the men attached to the 
Sixteenth and Nineteenth Fleets must be re- 
quested and justified in the same manner as 
that for any other station and assignment 
of funds is made .relative to needs of the 
whole shore establishment.”

capital ships of the Fleet. These detach- 
ments form the nucleus of a ship’s land- 
ing party, among other things. The possi- 
bility of the employment of such landing 
parties to protect the property and per- 
sons of U. 8. nationals will remain con- 
stant until world affairs are more settled. 

The establishment of an international 
organization to prevent war would greatly 
expand the scope of such landing parties, 
as well as the Fleet Marine Force. It is 
apparent that our security, as well as 
that of the world, cannot depend only on 
forestalling disruptions of the peace. We 
must also have available a force of “min- 
ute men” to strike promptly and effec- 
tively at the beginnings of trouble, any- 
where in the world. Marine units with 
the Fleet and the Fleet Marine Force, so 
located as to facilitate rapid transporta- 
tion by the Fleet, provide such a force 
of “minute men.” 

One marine division has been retained 
in the Far Hast. At the same time, one 
brigade is being maintained on the West 
Coast and one division is maintained on 
the East Coast to fill the needs of the At- 
lantie and Pacific Fleets. The supporting 
establishments of the Marine Corps are 
so disposed and so located as to facilitate 
the equipment and supply of these am- 
phibious units, which are provided with 
the means for diversified amphibious lift. 

The Marine Corps is also charged with 
the provision of interior guards for naval 
establishments, both within and beyond 
the continental limits of the United 
States. This remains an obvious neces- 
sity, nor is there likely to be any change 
in this basic need. 

The Second World War was the test 
of the amphibious tactics and techniques 
which were developed by the Marine 
Corps prior to the war. Doctrines which 
were evolved through test and experiment 
proved sound in combat, and by the end 
of the war the United States unquestion- 
ably held superiority in this field. This 
superiority must be maintained, since it 
is a vital part of our security. Studies 
in the Marine Corps Schools, as well as 
maneuvers of the Fleet Marine Fonce, 
will continue to evaluate and improve our 
knowledge of air-amphibious warfare. 

The pattern of close support of troops 
ashore by naval and Marine aviation, 
naval gunfire, and new weapons will be 
closely examined. It is our intention to 
further cement the close relationship be- 
tween ground and air units, using every 
new development to fashion a more potent 
amphibious striking arm for the Fleet. 

Above all, it will be our constant effort 
to maintain and improve the esprit de 
corps which has been the distinguishing 
characteristic of Marines for 171 years. 
With this continuing esprit among the 
100,000 postwar Marines, the Marine 
Corps will continue to fill a specialized, 
and vital, role in our national security.

A® the Nation honors the Marine Corps on its 171st Anniversary tomorrow, the 
pride that the citizenry feels in the stirring traditions and brilliant record of 
that organization must engender a determination to permit no reorganization of our 
National Defense system which threatens the integrity of this fine Service. Since the 
early days of boarding parties there has been a distinctive role for Marines in sea 
warfare. As the Commandant of the Corps, General Vandegrift, shows conclusively 
in his article which appears on the first page of this issue of the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL, their mission remains distinctive and vital. The Corps’ contribution to the 
winning of World War II was more than the actual battle gains made by their fight- 
ing units, great as they were, for fundamentally it was the Marines’ background of 
years of training and study in amphibious warfare that supplied the foundation and 
doctrines upon which much of our ship-to-shore assault tactics were based. While, 
the vital need for coordination and unity of action has been conclusively demonstrated 
in the past war, it is also undeniable that modern warfare is waged by teams of 
special units. We know now that we must have some units specializing in mountain 
warfare, some specializing in Arctic warfare, some in jungle technique, and myriads 
of others in armor, airborne, etc. It is just as true that we must have the Marine 
Corps in its traditional and highly specialized job of fighting with the Navy and per- 
forming for it those tasks requiring intimate knowledge and day to day training with 
the sea going units of the Fleet. The fact that their flexibility and adaptability are 
such that they may also be employed as units of and fight side by side with the Army’s 
forces should not be used as an argument against the usefulness of their special 
functions nor to deprive them of their integrity as a separate and highly valuable unit 
of the Naval forces. We urge the new committees of Congress, when they consider 
the permanent organization of our fighting forces, to bear these facts in mind and 
to do nothing which will weaken the position of the Marine Corps as a component 
of our National Defense team. 


we the change in political control of Congress, dictated by the National 
elections, will alter the fundamental philosophy upon which most of our 
domestic policies are based, it should not have any effect upon the National Defense. 
Fortunately, the Military and Naval Affairs Committees of the Senate and House 
are ag nearly non-partisan as is possible. The chairmen and members have in the 
past, with very few exceptions, operated in the interest of the Nation’s security and 
without regard to politics. Indeed, it is the usual procedure for both the chairmen 
and the ranking minority members to defend the committees’ recommendations on 
the floor of the chambers. The outstanding lesson in post-war II, aS in post-war I, 
is the peril of unpreparedness and that this was nationally recognized is demonstrated 
by the absence of any discussion of National Defense in the campaign. This being 
so it will be the task of the new Congress in the critical post-war period to continue 
to preserve strength in the Army, Navy, and Air Force in spite of the pressure which 
will be applied for the necessary curbs on governmental expenditures. The Services 
have staunch friends in both major political parties. Acting in consonance with the 
determined attitude of the Service legislative committees as well as the dangers 
inherent in foreign affairs, such men as Senator Bridges and Representative Taber, 
chairmen of the Appropriations Committees, will give careful consideration to 
Service needs. The Services know that efforts to strangle our protective forces with 
purse strings will be vigorously opposed. The approaching 28th anniversary of 
Armistice Day brings to mind the failure of the Nation to profit from the lessons 
of World War I and the failure to implement with appropriations the modest Na- 
tional Defense Act and ship building authorization programs. The post-war I pleas 
of General of the Armies John J. Pershing to keep our land, sea, and air defenses 
strong are even more applicable today. Not to heed them will court national disaster.

Future of Lighter-than-Air 

Rear Adm. Thomas G. W. Settle, Chief 
of Naval Airship Training and Experi- 
mentation, declared this week that 
lighter-than-aircraft have an important 
contribution to make to the post-war 
Navy and to commercial air transport as 
well. 

New uses for non-rigid airships are 
still of a classified nature, he said, but 
are under investigation and development 
for future availability to the Navy. No 
Naval program for rigid airships is in 
sight at present, he added. 

Admiral Settle made these declarations 
4 Nov., in connection with formal an- 
nouncement by the Navy Department of 
the endurance record of 170.3 hours set 
8 Nov. by the Navy airship XM-1, This 
flight, which covered approximately 4,000 
miles, was the longest flight without re- 
fueling made by any type of aircraft, 
topping the mark of 130 hours set by the 
Russian V-6 in 1986. 

The flight was conducted as an experi- 
ment aimed at developing the seakeeping 
and habitability features of airships, 
Admiral Settle declared. The possibility 
of establishing an endurance record was 
not of paramount importance in plan- 
ning the flight, he said, nor was it in- 
tended as a stunt. About 200 gallons of 
fuel were left on board when the XM-1 
landed. 

It is conceivable, Admiral Settle 
pointed out, that a non-rigid airship 
wight stay aloft almost indefinitely, re- 
ceiving food and fuel from either station- 
ary or mobile supply points. 

Although he had not at that time seen 
the log of the XM-1, Admiral Settle said 
that much valuable information had been 
gained from the experiment. Chief 
among data obtained were medical rec- 
ords of daily check-ups of the 13-man 
crew. 

The XM-1 left the Naval Air Station 
at Lakehurst, N. J, at approximately 1500 
on 27 Oct., and landed at the Naval Air 
Facility, Glynco, Ga., at 1749 on 3 Nov. 








The airship cruised down the Atlantic 
Coast and into the Gulf of Mexico. When 
questioned about why the airship’s track 
followed the sea, Admiral Settle pointed 
out that the lighter-than-airship is re- 
garded primarily a seagoing craft. 

The lighter-than-airship is more eco- 
nomically operated on long flights than 
aircraft, Admiral Settle said. Its primary 
use during World War II was in anti- 
submarine patrol, and its commercial use 
would be largely in transporting mail, 
passengers and light freight. 

Low visibilities mean little to lighter- 
than-airships, Admiral Settle declared. 
He listed the top speed of the XM-1 as 
75 knots, with cruising speed at from 60 
to 65 knots. 

The XM-1 was commanded by Lt, 
Howard R. Walton, USNR.

Pass Year Without Accident 

Despite prevailing weather and hazard- 
ous routes, the Fifth Air Forces’ 317th 
Troop Carrier Group recently completed 
a year of intensified operation in the Pa- 
cific without a fatal accident, Army Air 
Forces Headquarters announced 3 Nov. 

Routes covered by the Troop Carrier 
Group cover long distances of water and 
high mountain ranges to reach far-flung 
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bases in the Philippines, Guam, China, 
Korea, and the Ryukyus. Headquarters 
of the unit is located in Tokyo. 

In September 1945, the 317th changed 
from a combat organization which oper- 
ated from Australia to Okinawa to a 
smooth-running airline. Col. William §., 
Lewis, deputy for operations at Tachi- 
kawa Army Air Base, Tokyo, was given 
the job of organizing and operating the 
newly-formed airline. Today this group 
is doing for Japan and Korea what com- 
mercial airlines are doing back home.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Our policy on the Pacific islands was this week restated in 
terms quite different from those proposed by the Armed Services. The previous 
American position on this subject had been, clearly enough, one of retaining as our 
own those enemy islands which we had conquered by our own arms, and which our 
best military judgment felt we might hereafter need as military bases to guarantee 
the peace. We still need them. The policy newly enunciated at State Department 
insistence is occasioned by rise of the United Nations trusteeship principle in the 
General Assembly discussions, and is sought by the administration to mark what it 
regards as a consistency of American proposals for post-war settlements in the 
Huropean-Mediterranean and in the Pacific theaters. Under it, it is proposed to 
place under United Nations trusteeship, with the United States as sole administering 
authority, the former German mandates (Carolines, MarshalfS and Marianas) and 
also “any Japanese islands” for which the United States assumes responsibility as 
a result of World War II. To that program the administration has given its full 
support. Our draft of an agreement to this effect is being sent to the Security Coun- 
cil, for whose approval it will be remembered the unanimous vote of all Big Five 
members and consent of the United States Senate is required. It should also be 
remembered that international law provides that this country could still hold the 
islands by right of conquest. This last point is important. So is the circumstance 
that in the very first article of the proposed draft the area is identified as strategic, 
and in the third article as an “integral part of the United States”; further clauses 
authorize our development of bases, our use of armed forces, and (this is vital) 
our right to bar unwanted visitors from our installations. There can be no changing of 
the trusteeship without American consent. The fact remains that the administration 
has offered to abandon our unquestioned and unique control of specific bases of the 
very greatest importance in favor of a trusteeship. This may attain consistency, but it 
has every appearance of voluntarily yielding a position, won by bloody sacrifice, 
before we prevail upon other nations to take any comparable action elsewhere on 
the globe, voluntarily or otherwise. 


Not unexpectedly, the elections took control of both Houses of Congress from 
the Democrats and gave the Republicans unquestioned power over legislation, if 
they choose to hold together for its exercise. Although this will surely bring altera- 
tions or else blocking of the Democratic President’s policies in general, there is no 
present likelihood of any disturbance of foreign policies. Partly this is because of 
the wisely established procedure in including Senator Vandenberg in the State De- 
partment’s recent negotiations, and in naming former Senator Austin to the United 
Nations post. These Republicans have done much to make their party and the nation 
as a whole aware that party lines vanish when the nation’s world position is involved. 
Largely, imminent foreign policy changes are unlikely because there is on the horizon 
no foreign issue which is likely to cause party cleavage during the remainder of Mr. 
Truman’s present term. The disposition of the Republicans has been, and may be, 
to go along with the administration, but there are certain issues which will be a 
cause for strife, for example tariff and the reciprocity policy. It is noteworthy that 
in recent years there have been only two foreign policy issues which provoked in 
Congress any marked cleavage on party lines; one was the British loan proposal 
and the other the reciprocal trade agreements. Both encountered strong Republican 
opposition, but both measures were passed. The UN charter was ratified by an over- 
whelming Senate vote. Other United Nations discussions have been on a non-partisan 
basis. Indeed the principal recent opposition to Mr. Truman’s foreign polieies has 
come, not from Republicans but from Henry Wallace, registered as a Democrat. The 
shift of party power in the next Congress will have large consequences, but hardly 
any as yet indicated in the realm of foreign policy. One cannot miss the fact that 
numerous candidates ardently supported by Communist voices were soundly beaten, 
and apparently for that very reason. Appreciably fewer pinks will appear in the new 
Congress, and the fact that during the campaign it was found necessary to repudiate 
Communist support, in so many words, is impressive evidence that the nation as a 
whole is increasingly suspicious of Communism and wishes none of it. The effect 
of this point will doubtless have an influence in Moscow and cause it to realize that 
the American people, while desirous of peace, yet cannot be shoved as they feel they 
have been in the past. ma 

Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, our deputy in the American zone of Germany, has found 
it necessary to warn the German “denazification courts” that there is too much 
whitewashing of defendants, and that unless there is less of it in the immediate fu- 
ture it may be necessary for American authorities to resume responsibility for trial 
of suspects. The American policy has been one of great patience and a good deal of 
tolerance, aimed at encouraging the Germans themselves to run their own affairs 
just as fully as possible and, in the matter of denazification, to demonstrate the 
genuineness of their own oft-asserted conversion, and their own responsibility for 
self-government on an anti-Nazi basis. The first result of General Clay’s warning 
was that in all three of the German states composing the American zone the “denazifi- 
cation” ministers resigned office; it has been made clear to their superiors that this 
is’ not a cure for the situation, which calls for performance, not evasion of justice. 
General Clay seems to have acted at the right time, i. e. immediately on noting a 
German tendency to relax. Experience shows that patience and tolerance are admirable 
virtues on the part of the occupying power, up to the point where mischievous Ger- 
mans mistake these American virtues for softness and gullibility on our part. It is 
only a fortnight since our constabulary found it necessary to conduct a grand scale 
series of raids and arrests, picking up scores of young German thugs whose under- 
cover leaders had thought to organize them into gangs for attack upon our estab- 
lishment. There are in Germany, as elsewhere, evil elements which must be put down 
and kept down, just as there are decent elements which justify our basic policy of 
patience and encouragement. It takes a discerning command to recognize both types, 
and aJso the eternal need of differentiating between them, and the treatments pre- 
scribed for them. The excellent record to date indicates that the United States forces 
in these critical areas have just that sort of command. The urgent need of it at just 
this time should need no pointing out. It must be recognized that General McNarney 
and his whole establishment are engaged in work which, so far as immediate results 
are concerned, may prove more important than the work of the peace negotiators 
themselves. Their occupation task has gone well so far, and has been blessed with 
good fortune as well as good design and execution. But Germany again is faced with 
winter miseries springing inevitably from shortages of food, fuel, housing and trans- 
port. Germany—and our occupying troops—got through last winter better than had 




















been hoped for, by reasom of an unusually mild season. We cannot reasonably expect 
a repetition, nor be sure even of a normally bad season. Our certainty, rather, is of 
lower food stocks than a year ago, of more displaced persons than formerly for us 
to care for, and of a Jeaner and perhaps less docile public. Will all this lead to stil] 
lower rations, and these in turn to crimes of desperation, with increased difficulties 
for our forces? It is gratifying to note in General Clay’s prompt action an American 
refusal to sit idly by while any such peril becomes organized. 

The Foreign Ministers opened their New York meeting on schedule and, still on 
schedule, encountered the expected difficulties. Typical was the case of the Italian 
treaty, in whose draft were mine disputed items. On two of the nine disputes the Big 
Four eventually agreed, two others were referred amicably enough for further 
study, but on five there was total disagreement. Incidentally, the Soviet Minister 
was not alone this time in opposing our suggestion for refusing treaty benefits to 
any Allied nation which itself refused to sign the treaty—Yugoslavia being of course 
the nation thus described; France this time supported Mr. Molotov. The Soviet Min- 
ister likewise opposed flatly the plan for letting the World Court name the third 
member of a three-man tribunal to dispose of future disputes between Italy and, say, 
Yugoslavia ; likewise-our proposal to let the World Court settle other new problems 
which may bafile the Big Four ambassadors in Rome. Russia, in brief, insists upon the 
Big Four themselves, who are the treaty negotiators, retaining full responsibility for 
the treaty to the end, however distant. 


National Guard—Final arrangements for the return on Armistice Day of colors, 
standards and guidons carried during World War II by approximately 3,000 National 
Guard units are being completed, it was announced 4 Nov. by General Jacob L. Devers, 
commanding general of the Army Ground Forces. 

These flags will be returned at appropriate ceremonies in the capitals of 45 states, 
Puerto Rico and Hawaii. Massachwsetts has already received its flags. Oklahoma will 
receive its flags 16 Nov. during the convention of the 45th Division Association in 
Oklahoma City. New Jersey is to receive its flags at a later date. The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of each state concerned will be in charge of the ceremonies. The Regular Army 
senior instructor assigned to each state will work with the Adjutants General in com- 
pleting arrangements, amd details of offers and men from the Regular Army will 
participate in ceremonies. 

During the past three weeks Maj. Gen. Butler B. Miltonberger, chief of the 
National Guard Bureau, has announced that Federal recognition has been given to 180 
National Guard units in various states. 

Headquarters of the Pennsylvania National Guard have announced that the 243rd 
Army Ground Forces Band of Allentown ranks as the first ground unit in the re 
organized National Guard of Pennsylvania to achieve Federal recognition. Announce- 
ments had been made previously of other units having been granted recognition, but 
the action is retroactive to the date on which Army inspectors made their check-up 
and the unit had been given inspection 29 Aug. 

At the same time, the Pennsylvania National Guard Headquarters was advised 
that six other units have been given the War Department's approval, raising the total 
in Pennsylvania to twelve. 

Those whose recognition was announced 30 Oct., with the effective dates, are: 
243rd AGF Band, Allentown, 29 Aug. Hq. & Hq. Btry., 73rd AAA Gun Bn., Easton, 
30 Sept.; Hq. & Hq. Btry., 899th AAA Automatic Weapons Bn., Lancaster, 8 Oct.; 
Med. Det., 109th FA Bn., Kingston, 8 Oct.; 28th Sig. Co., Pittsburgh, 10 Oct.; Hq. & 
Hq. Co., 3rd Bn., 112th Infantry, Kane, 10 Oct.; Co. D 110th Inf., Monessen, 21 Oct. 

In addition to these units, 36 companies, batteries, troops or detachments either 
have been inspected and are awaiting notification of the results, or have applied and 
are waiting for War Department representatives to eheck their personnel and their 
armory facilities.

Gen. Jerry V. Matejka, Commanding General, and escorted on a tour of the 
Signal Corps Schools and the Engineering Laboratories. 

At a recent ceremony in the Pentagon, Maj. Gen. H. C. Ingles, Chief Signal Officer, 
presented the Legion of Merit to Lt. Col. Arthur A. McCrary, SC, for his wartime con- 
tributions to the development of “vastly improved joint and combined communications 
procedures for use by the Army, Navy, and British Forces.” 

Capt. Emil Kolisch, SC, has been awarded the Legion of Merit for wartime services 
as Chief, Combat Reports Films, Signal Corps Photographic Center. 


Bureau of Vards-aha Docks—Peacetime as well as wartime uses are being found 
for the Bureau’s two six-ear, railway-mounted, mobile power plants. One, which was 
based at the Mare Island Navy: Yard during the war, is now in Arizona, where, because 
of a severe drought which has crippled the hydro-electric power system, power is badly 
needed for irrigation. The eastern train, which was based at Philadelphia, is now being 
sent to Glen Cove Springs, Fla., where it will supply power for the Navy’s inactive 
fleet berthing area until power lines can be strung from Jacksonville, 30 miles away. 
Both trains were built in 1941 as’a method providing emergency power in event of 
wartime damage or power failure in Navy power plants, but were never needed for 
that purpose. 

The Navy Department has completed negotiations to acquire the property of the 
Cramp Shipbuilding Company at Philadelphia. A purchase price of $750,000 has been 
agreed upon, and the contract has already been approved by the Secretary of the Navy 
and the Naval Affairs Committees of both Senate and House, as well as by the board 
of directors of the company. The agreement is expected to be approved by the stock- 
holders of Cramp within the next few weeks. The Navy already owns some of the 
land and most of the facilities of the Cramp yard which covers some 65 acres and in- 
cludes four cruiser-size shipways and the only privately-operated cruiser-size graving 
dock in the Philadelphia area. Under the terms of the agreement, the Navy will acquire 
title to the balance of the land, buildings and certain specified equipment now owned 
by Cramp. 


Marine Corps—The Second Basic School Class was graduated recently in cere 
monies conducted in the auditorium of the Marine Corps Schools in Quantico. 
The exercises were opened with the invocation by Chaplain F. W. Meehling. Com- 
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manding General, Maj. Gen. Clifton B. Cates then introduced Maj. Gen. Lemuel C. 
Shepherd, Jr., the Assistant Commandant, who gave the graduation address and pre- 
sented diplomas to the 48 graduating Second Lieutenants. Among the young officers to 
whom General Shepherd presented diplomas was his own son, 2d Lt. Lemuel C. Shep- 
herd III. 

Presentation of a sword, awarded by Quantico Officers’ Mess to 2d Lt. Robert J. 
MeNicholas, for achieving the highest class standing, was made by Generai Cates, fol- 
lowed with the benediction by Chaplain E. W. Pipho, which ended the ceremony. 

Forty-two of these graduates had been sworn in the Regular Marine Corps on 29 
Oct. at exercises also held in the auditorium and administered by Col. W. E. Snedeker, 


Commanding Officer of The Basic School. 


In a private ceremony held in his office prior to the main exercise, Col. G. F. Good, 
Jr., swore in his son, 2d Lt. G.F. Good, III, member of the Second Basic Class and 
holder of the Navy Cross. 

One other member of the class has held his regular commission, while four officers 
will go to an inactive status. 


Bureau of Naval Personnel—The boards which convene 12 Nov. for the selection 
of Rear Admirals have not yet received fitness reports for the period ending 31 Aug, 
covering all officers to be considered. All officers eligible for consideration and their 
reporting seniors are to expedite transmittal of these fitness reports, via airmail, for 
study by the selection board. While the boards will convene 12 Nov., law requires 
that each board’s considerations take at least ten days. They then have to be ap- 
proved by the President. 

The statement concerning automatic acceptance of resignations of Regular officers 
1 Jan. 1947, which the Navy offered as inducement for USNR and USN(T) officers 
to apply for the Regular Navy, is applicable only to those officers who applied for 
transfer to the Regular Navy in response to Alnav 283-45 and subsequent to 22 Sept. 
1945. This statement offered any transferee the option of resigning his commission on 
1 Jan. 1947 if he found the Regular Navy not to his liking. 


Army Chaplains Corps—The number of Army Chaplains for the Tokyo area has 
been raised from three to five, Col. Frank P. MacKenzie, Chief Chaplain, AFPAC, said 
today. At present there are in GHQ a Catholic, a Protestant, and a Jewish chaplain. 
Two additional chaplains: one Catholic and one Protestant have been requisitioned. 
Their names have not been announced. The increase has been made necessary by the 
arrival in Tokyo of more civilian personnel and army dependents, Colonel MacKenzie 
pointed out.

U. S. COAST GUARD 








WO new lightships, first to be designed 

and built by the Coast Guard since 
the amalgamation of the Lighthouse Serv- 
ice with the Coast Guard in 1989, were 
launched 16 Oct. and are expected to be 
ready for commissioning by the Coast 
Guard on or about 16 Nov. 

The launching of the two light vessels, 
the Diamond and Pollock, was announced 
by Rear Adm. Ellis Reed-Hill, USCG, 
Engineer-in-Chief of the Coast Guard. 

The vessels are the first all-welded 
lightships ever constructed, and first to 
have alternating current throughout. They 
have a higher degree of sub-division than 
previous vessels of their type, ard have 
more than sufficient power to maintain 
station during weather approaching hur- 
ricane force. 

When commissioned and manned, they 
will take station at Diamond Shoal, N. C. 
and Pollack Rip, Mass. The normal 
complement of each is one commissioned 
officer, two chief petty officers, and 14 
enlisted men of appropriate ratings. 

In the all-welded steel frame and shell 
design, a special effort was made to 
minimize the possibility of sinking in the 
event of collision. Watertight transverse 
bulkheads have been carried up to the 
weather deck. Sufficient transverse bulk- 
heads have been provided so that flotation 
can-be maintained with two adjacent com- 
partments flooded. The hawsepipe is car- 


ried up to the weather deck before leach- 
ing to the chain locker. 

Pertinent specifications are: length 
over-all 128 feet, length on load water- 
line 112 feet, beam, molded at second deck 
30 feet, mean draft 11 feet, displacement 
about 630 tons. 

A representative of the Testing and De- 
velopment Division recently witnessed a 
test of floating waterlights in New York 
Bay in the vicinity of Floyd Bennett 
Field. The purpose of the test was to 
determine the effectiveness of dropping 
floating buoy lights safely by parachute 
from a Coast Guard plane. 

The test proved unsuccessful because 
the releasing clamp between the para- 
chute and light became disengaged, re- 
sulting in the buoy light falling freely 
with subsequent loss of the buoy. 

Additional tests are to be conducted 
after improvements have been made on 
the releasing hook. The weight of the 
buoy is 16 pounds. It is electrically con- 
trolled to give 20 brilliant flashes per 
minute visible on a clear night at ap- 
proximately 15 miles. Estimated battery 
life is 24 hours. A dye marker is attached 
at the bottom of the buoy with an effective 
life of approximately 24 hours. 

Headquarters has recently received and 
distributed to various districts copies of 
the final instruction book far YR beacon 
equipment.

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Financial Digest 

The General Motors Corporation report 
for the third quarter of 1946, issued 31 
Oct. and signed by Alfred P. Sloan, jr., 
chairman, and C. E. Wilson, president, 
‘alls attention to a Governmental pro- 
nouncement of national economic policy 
made a year ago that wage increases are 
imperative and that the line on prices 
must be held, 

The report declared: 

“The concept that wages, and other 
forms of compensation which must neces- 
sarily follow the trend of wages, might 
be increased without affecting prices has 
caused a great deal of trouble in the 
country during the past year. In the final 
analysis, the experience of business is 
that costs and prices change substantially 
in proportion to changes in wages, except 
as wage increases are justified by tech- 
nological improvements. Such improve- 
ments take time. 

“It seems clear that the two-point policy 
laid down by Government, one point in 
conflict with the other, served as a politi- 
‘al justification for wage demands on the 
part of labor. The increases demanded 
were unsound and uneconomic, as events 
have proved. They could not possibly be 
supported by a corresponding increase in 
productivity. 

“The second point in the Government’s 
policy—holding the line on prices—has 
also had a discouraging impact on ex- 
panding production. 

“Without entering into the argument 
on the theoretical justification of price 
controls, or the possibility of controlling 
prices without wage controls or ration- 
ing, it seems reasonably clear, on the 
basis of the current situation and what 
has happened, that the constructive thing 
to do, and probably the only way out, is 
to eliminate promptly all wage, price and 
other controls that retard production.” 

After noting that the attainment of a 
proper relationship between wages and 
prices presents a real problem, the report 
warned: 

“Should further demands be made on 
the part of labor leading to another wave 
of production interruptions, with in- 
creases in wages and necessary increases 
in prices, the difficulty of readjusting the 
present unbalanced condition of the econ- 
omy would be magnified.”

Merchant Marine 


Maintenance of an adequate operating 
coastwise and intercoastal merchant fleet 
is essential to the national defense as well 
as the national economy, but is not pos- 
sible under existing competitive condi- 
tions, Vice Admiral William W. Smith, 
USN-Ret., Chairman of the Maritime Com- 
mission, has told the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

In oral argument in support of the 
Maritime Commission’s petition for an 
over-all investigation by the 1CC of water 
competitive rail rates and practices, Vice 
Adm. Smith, Maritime Commissioner 
Richard Parkhurst, and spokesman of the 
Army and Navy, other Federal agencies, 
and maritime industry interests described 
in detail what they consider a threat to 
national well-being. 

Maj. Gen. Edmond H. Leavey, Chief of 
Transportation, said the Army recognizes 
the need for a strong merchant marine as 
a member of the national defense team. 
Rear Adm. William M. Callaghan, ACNO 
(Transportation), quoted Pacific oper- 
ators as taking a dismal view of the 
future. 

Unless domestic merchant vessel serv- 
ice is rescued from increasingly unprofit- 
able operations, Vice Adm. Smith as- 
serted, direct Government subsidy will 
prove the only means by which it can be 
maintained. He summarized: 

“In the petition and brief which we have 
filed with your Commission, we stressed our 
fears of the consequences which will certain- 
ly result if this proceeding is not successful 
and profitable operation in these trades con- 
tinues to be an impossibility as it is now. In 
our opinion it is essential that private opera- 
tion be permitted to resume immediately upon 
the withdrawal of the Government from the 
operations it is now conducting under its tem- 
porary emergency authority. 

“We are fearful that—during an extended 
period between the termination of Government 
operation and the granting of rate relief— 
so many shipping and auxiliary shipping 
services will be suspended and disrupted as 
to endanger the possibility of successful re- 
sumption of operations on a sufficiently broad 
seale to meet defense requirements, The cumu- 
lative effect of general deterioration through- 
out the shipping industry might be so wide- 
spread as to preclude any possibility of a 
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RETIREMENT! 


Guiding your investments to pro- 
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income is our responsibility and your 
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substantia! revival except at Government ex- 
pense. This possibility—which is not remote 
at this time—has been to us the cause of 
gravest concern. 

“We have felt that our national security is 
directly endangered by the disatrous conse- 
quences of this critical situation and that 
agencies of the Government charged with the 
responsibility for the maintenance of national 
defense are obligated to find measures to meet 
the problems confronting us. If they do not, 
then we are forced to the conclusion that the 
only alternative to the re-establishment of 
these domestic services on a profitable basis 
would be direct Government subsidy, If this 
alternative becomes necessary, it would, of 
course, be the responsibility of the Maritime 
Commission to present the facts to the Con- 
gress and recommend immediate legislation 
to provide for Government operation or for 
Government aid sufficient to insure that 
enough vessels can be employed in these 
trades to fulfill the requirements of a national 
defense and of the national transportation 
policy declared by Congress.” 

Vice Adm. Smith asserted that he had 
alluded to the possibility of subsidy “with 
great reluctance” and that the Maritime 
Commission believes this alternative can 
be avoided. 

Commissioner Parkhurst cited increases 
in operating expenses, due to increases in 
wages and.other cost items, as the reason 
why “the domestic water carriers, to 
operate at a profit, need substantially 
higher rates.” 

He disclosed that the present shortage 
of rail car equipment has led to frequent 
calls on the Maritime Commission by the 
Director of the Office of War Mobilization 
and Reconversion to furnish more vessels 
to provide essential domestic services. Es- 
timates of the Department of Commerce 
and other agencies also indicate a sub- 
stantially greater amount of freight will 
need transportation by both land and 
water carriers in the post-war years, he 
added. 

Conversion of ten combat-loaded attack 
vessels, Navy AKA’s and APA's, to C-type 
merchant ships is planned by the Mari- 
time Commission in a series of invitations 
to shipyards and repair yards to bid on 
the work. All of the vessels are moored 
in the Commission’s Reserve Fleet an- 
chorage in the James River, off Fort Eus- 
tis, Va. 

The ships to be converted are:

(APA-56), ex-USS Lenoir (AKA-74), ex-
